OUR EXPORT TRADE 

An increase in Canadian ex- 
ports to Holland and Belgium 
during 1932 is announced at Ot- 
is stated that these 
two countries now rank next to 
Great Britain and the United 
States in our export trade. The

Old timers in New Westminster remember how 
the pioneers used to bring their furs, their gold 
dust and their salmon catches to the wharf of the 
old town, and there within sight of the swift-flow- 
ing Fraser, exchange them for sides of beef and 
boxes of groceries. History is now repeating itself 

How does the barter market work out? Here 
are a few illustrations of “trades” on the day I 
was there 

A farmer who wanted a suit of clothes, traded 
six sacks of carrots for a serviceable second hand 
suit 

Another fa wanted 
recharged and a tire repaired paid the garage man 
with a sack of potatoes and a box of apples 

Some of the deals are a little more complicated 
A wood dealer who wanted some repairs for his 
truck brought in a load of wood; he traded it to 
a farmer for a load of manure, the load of manure 
he traded to the garage man for his garden, and the 
garage man did the work on the truck 

A manager has been installed to help out these 
more complicated trades. He puts a valuation on 
whatever is brought in. On the basis of this valua- 
tion the trades are made. It gives those people 
who have no money a chance to obtain necessaries 
of life, and those who have a little loose money a 
chance to swap goods and services, and adjust the 
balances one way or the other with the loose 
change

In that action two ships of the line were sunk 
one being the ship in line immediately ahead of 
the New Zealand, but the New Zealand received 
practically no damage, and had not a single cas- 
ualty in her crew.

DIGESTIVE POWER 


In yesterday's article I explained that the aver. 
age tests for stomach acidity are not reliable. My 
readers may find it interesting to know that a tem 
porary lack of stomach juices mayy follow attack 


of anger, fear, worry, anxiety or any other strong 
emotion. If one is constantly beset with disturbing 
emotions, then the gastric secretion may be chron. 
ically lessened in amount. Sometimes the tension 
and nervousness brought on while an examinatior 
of the stomach’s contents is being made is in itself 
| sufficient to stop the flow of the digestive juices 
} A lack of enough hydrochloric acid in the stom- 
ach may be known by various names a as 
anacidity, achlorhydria, subacidity or hypochlor. 
hydria. All of these terms indicate a deficient se- 
cretion of hydrochloric acid in the stomach 

This condition is not found nearly as often a 
hyperacidity which-refers to an excessive secretion 
of hydrcehloric acid. A lack of secretion hardly ever 
occurs in young people, although it becomes more 
} common with elderly people, some authors insisting 
| that after the ages of fifty 37-60 per cent of old 
| people suffer from this condition 


A decrease of the secretion often accompanies 
such diseases as gastritis, cancer of the stomach, 
appendicitis and pernicious anemia. These disease: 
known as debilitating diseases as well as the fevers 
the secretion of the stomach 


may depress 

Most of the patients who are found to have « 
' lack of hydrochloric acid rarely have any symptom 
| to denote the condition. There is not the pain in 
| the stomach as there is apt to be with an excess 
| of hydrochloric acid. The only one symptom which 
| might possibly be considered to be due to under- 
secretion is a diarrhea that occurs early in the 
morning, often getting the patient out of bed. It 
is generally believed that the diarrhea is due to the 
fact that the gastric secretions are not strong enough 
| to destroy all of the bacteria before they are passed 
| out of the stomach and it is the action of the bac- 
estines which brings on the diarrhea 
} Others are of the opinion that the condition is 
brought on by the fermentation of undigested food 
| in the intestines; others believe that the diarrhea 
is more likely to be caused by the food emptying 
from the stomach too rapidly, and it is pointed out 
that the same type of diarrhea sometimes occurs 
| after operations which allow too rapid an empty- 
ing of the stomach’s contents. 

I have not found it necessary to advise the usual 
medical remedy of giving hydrochloric acid to the 
patient. I ould advise instead the taking of a 
short orange juice fast. During this fast it is very 
| usual that the stomach, which has been deficient 
| in secretion, will return to a normal tone and the 
secretion take place as it should. In many cases 
the trouble is adjusted with no other measure than 
the short fast. Gastritis, if present, will also be 
corrected by this liquid diet, as a healing of the 
| inflamed stomach membrane can take place when 

the stomach gets a rest from handling solid food 

In severe cases it may be necessary to repeat short 
j fasts at intervals ob about one mnth apart until 
; improvement is noted
